On the Italian front the Austnan com- 
mander, anticipating an attack by the 
Italians on the Isonzo, delivered a blow 
at the Trentinu army, but after a brief 
preliminary success thin, enterpriw 
collapsed, and Jater on General Cadorna 
was able to resume his planned operations, 
He crossed the Isotizo at several points, 
and captured Gorizia, Meanwhile, on the 
Kastern front,General Brussiloff waa eon 
ducting brilliant operations in Galicia, 
which had the result of relieving the 
pressure on the Italian front, and com 
pelling Austria w call upon Germany for 
further assistance, 

The failure of the Germans to check the 
Franco-British advance on the Some, 
and the apparent weakness of ihe Aus 
trians un the Carsy and in Galicia, hud 
the effect of inducing Roumania to declare 
War against Austria-Hungary in August, 
and the Routanian army invaded Hung- 
ary. ‘Te mect the new peril the Central 
Powers reorganised their forces, and the 
combined armies of Austro-Hungurians, 
Bulgars, and Turks were placed under 
German command. Mackensen's army of 
Germana, Bulgars, and Turks drove back 
the RausaoRoumanian forees in tho 
Dobrudja, while Falkenhayn attacked the 
Carpathian passes and entered Rouman- 
ian territory. Constanza, the chief Rou- 
manian fort, was captured on October 
22nd, The Russo-Roumanian ‘army was 
compelled to retreat, leaving the whole 
of the railway from the const to the 
Danube in the hands of the enemy, whose 
advance continued rapidly, and by the 
beginning of December tho enemy were in 
ocenpation of Bucharest. 

The year 1917 was notable for the initia 
tion by Germany of “ unreztricted ” sub- 
marine warfare, a policy which was 
intended to bring England to her knecs in 
a few months, but which, besides fnilin 
to have that effect, brought the Unite 
States into the wae (April). It witnessed 
also the beginning of the Russian revolu- 
tion and the abdication of the Tsar. On 
the Western front, operations of tremen- 
dous importance were initiated which 
might “have had a decisive result bot for 

temporary advantage which the Cen- 
tral Powers derived from the utter 
collapse of the Russian armies later in 
the year, 


THE HINDENBURG LINE. 


By March, after the battle of the Ancre. 
the British were immediately in front of 
important road centres of Bapaume 
and Peronne: and were preparing for an

Hindenburg line In quick succession 
Bapaume and Peronne fell into-our hands, 
The battles of Arras and of the Bcarpe 
wero fought in April, and next nionth. 
after severe fighting, the Hindenburg Jine 
was breached near Queant and a further 
section was captured between Bulleccurt 
an¢ Fontaine-lesCroisilles. Early in 
June the scene of the fighting was trans 
ferred to the neighbourhood of Y pres, and 
the Messines-WytecHaote Ridge was storin- 
ed. Further avy fighting Ied to a 
widening of the Ypres salient, and after 
a bitter struggle the Canadiana captured 
Passchendaele. The Hindenburg Jine was 
also breken into in front of Cambrai. 
On the French side, General Nivelle 
gpened a great offensive in April between 
oissons and Rheims. The fighting was of 
the severest character, but the persistenoe 
of the French attacks finally yielded them 
Possctsion of the famous Chemin-des- 
ames, which they held in face of a strong 
and well-sustained counter-attack. In the 
direction of Verdun, also, the French scor- 
ed some further successes, capturing the 
a Homme crests, Hill 304, and Chaume 


On the Italian front, after continuous 
Minor actions during the winter, our 
Allies, in May, suceessfully opened their 
first offensive on the Isonzo, crossing the 
river at several places, and capturing 
Important positions, such as Mt, Kuk, 
Mt. Vodice, and Hill 174.

Other events of 1917, outside tho Eurow

| tempted a third offensive, with the object 


of enycloping Rheims and! then marching 
on Paris, They succeeded in crossing the 
Marne, but when Marshal Foch brought 
his reserves into play they were thrown 
back and driven to the Vesle. Then Sir 
Douglas Haig attacked cast of Amicne 
and broke into the main German posi- 
tions. Thereafter the fate of the German 
armica was sealed. One defeat followed 
another. The French, assisted largely by 
the Italians, pushed the Germans off the 
Chemin des Dames. Bapaume and 
Péronne were recaptured, aad a real war 
ef movement began, in which the enem: . 
retreating day after day, were gradually 
driven from ground which had not been 
trodden by French or British foot since 
the earliest, days of the war. The Ameri- 
cans, fighting as a separate force under 
the command of their own General Persh- 
ing, drove the enemy from the Bt. Mihiel 
salient between Metz and Verdun. The

In the House of Commons, on Novem-

. Runeiman called attention to the 
Bue necessity for increasing the output 
of merchant ships. According to the 


| Gsures given by the Admiralty, our mer- 


cantile marine had gone down during the 
period of war by o net sum of about 
3,500,000 gross tone. That was to say, 
that British shipowners had lost by 
marine and war risks during the four 
years some 9,000,000 tons, and that rather 
under 5,600,000 tons had been replaced by 


purchase, by caplure from the enemy, and 
by the shipbuilding yards. The net deficit 
uf 3,500,000 tons presented as grave a 
problenj as was ever faced by o Govern- 
ment department, Taking an average of 
four voyages a year, it represented some- 
thing Jike 20,000,000 tons dead-weight 
losses in the course of a single year. ny 
reason why the deficit waa so large was 
undobbtedly due to the fact that our ship- 
building ex pectations for the year had not 
been fulfilled, He suggested that the 
failure to give Lord pute the amount of 
labour which he had been promised was 
responsible for the big drop ain the output. 
Asa matter of fact there were some keels 
ready to be laid down, but the work could 
not be proceeded with owing to the 
absence of labour, It ought to be the 
business of those who controlled affairs to 
encourage the investment of capital ia 
shipbuilding. He believed that the only 
things which could tend to the spread of 
what was known os Bolshevism in this 
country were a shortage of food and a 
lack of work, At one time something like 
1,200 mercantile vessels were in the service 
of the Navy. If anything like 800 or 800 
of these vessels could at onco be released 
for the purposo of carrying col to 
foreign countries there would: be a large 
quantity of tonnage available for e 
carriage of food to thisucountry. 

Mr. Holt asked the Government for a 
definite assurance that shipbuilding was 
going to be made absolutely free and un- 
restricted. The Government should make 
such arrangements os would enable the 
cost of shipbuilding to be greatly reduced, 
He ho we were not going to’ be too 
altruistic in placing British shipping at 
the disposal of our Allies, The Allies 
should use all their own ships before 
asking us for oasistance. ‘he coasting 
services should be reestablished at once. 
Lat the Government set the mercantile 
marine free as soon as possible. 


RESTORING NORMAL CONDITIONS, 


Sir L. Moncy said the Shipping Con- 
troller was determined at the carliest pos 
sible moment to restora normal condi- 
tions. But the Government had to pro- 
vide for the prime necessities of the 
nation during the time of reconstruction. 
The amount of the steel subpidy wae about 
£2 per ton dead weight. The Government 
had contemplated the aule of ‘ships to 
private owners, and some sales had taken 
place by private treaty. In gonnestion 
with shipbuilding, first-class priorit; 
would be given in regard! to materi 
jabour, and housing. The pre-war wages 
of the men of the jmercantile marine were 
not of the best, and that made us all the 
more grateful for the serviced they had 
rendered during the war. We had now 
to restore the enormous losses we hud sus. 
tained through placing the British mer. 
cantile marine not only at the service of 
the Allies but at the service of the world 
Supplica of steel we now ample, and 
supplies of labour aght to improve 
rapidly, .
